Neither 
wars, civil or foreign, have shaken 
or altered it. Nor will they ever, if 
the source of our constitution’s 
strength remains true and unwav- 
ering. That source-——and that 
strength—both lie in the heart and 
mind of every citizen.

“Several million American school | 
children have defective eyesight | 
which needs_ correction with) 
glasses,” Stewart points out fur-j 
ther. “More than a million and a} 
half have impaired hearing, due at} 


least partly to unhygienic home, 
conditions. At least two-thirds of 
our school pupils are in need of | 


dental care.” | 

Vast numbers live in congested | 
slum areas, or in unsafe and in-| 
sanitary dwellings, because their | 
parents can’t afford anything bet-| 
ter. For the average family with, 
five children, $15 a month is peak} 
rent, and naturally such families | 
would have to pick substandard, | 
over-crowded housing, Stewart de-;

This terrible housing isn’t lim- 
ited to the cities. Millions of fami- 
lies live in miserable hovels in agri-| 
cultural areas, particularly those} 
engaged in sharecropping, tenant} 
farming and migratory labor. | 
Other Shocking Conditions 

Stewart cites many other shock-| 
ing conditions under which a big| 
share of the country’s children are} 


forced to live--and all this exists, | 
he said, despite the many gains! 
made in recent years under the so-| 
cial security act and other “new| 


It is essential to genuine national | 
defense that these evils be cor- 
rected, and Stewart cites the pro- 
gram worked out earlier this year 
by the white house conference on 
children in a democracy as the way 
to do it. 

That conference proposed| 
strengthening of the social security 
act: greater aid for dependent chil- 
dren; decent housing; widespread | 
medical facilities; government ac- 
tion to provide jobs for the unem- 
ployed; more adequate educational 
opportunities; better protection 
against child labor, and many other 
improvements, to be achieved by 
federal, state and local co-opera- 
tion. 

Stewart heartily approves the 
program as a means for bringing 
about a better break for America’s 
childhood.

The new provision read: 

“It is the expressed policy of 
this congress that whenever a 
vacancy is caused in the em- 
ployment rolls of any business 
or industry by reason of induc- 
tion into the service of the 
United States of an employe 
pursuant to the provisions of 
this act, that such vacancy 
shall not be filled by any per- 
son who is a member of the 
communist party or German- 
American bund.” 

Members said they eliminated the 
alien ban because the bill provides 
for draft of aliens who have de- 
clared their inte of becoming 
citizens.

‘State Federation 


Facing the Facts 


Now that Labor day is over, it would be profitable for the workers of 
the United States to analyze calmly and dispassionately the messages 
addressed to them by labor’s leaders. 


In this connection, we wish to call attention to a highly discerning 
editorial published in the New York Herald Tribune the day after Labor 
day. ‘‘There is a difference between Mr.sGreen’s and Mr. Lewis’ attitude 
(on national defense),” says the editorial. “It is an important one, and 
for none more important than for labor.” 

We agree with this statement 100 per cent. 

The editorial continues: 

“Mr. Green unqualifiedly pledged himself to anything—any work or 
any sacrifice—that may be necessary, but he wanted to be assured that 
whatever was asked really was necessary. 

“Mr. Lewis produced an old-fashioned, rip-snorting attack on ‘private 
greed’ and ‘men in high places’ and then pledged himself to national 
defense—on the terms which Mr. Lewis chose to lay down.” 

The editorial agreed that Mr. Green was justified in calling on the 
president to let the nation know what the man-power needs of the nation 
are and to present a definite program to fulfill those needs before sup- 
from Mr. Lewis,” it

points out. 
THE SORE SPOT 

Then, the editorial probes the sore, diseased and painfully secret flaw 
in the Lewis philosophy. It quotes Mr, Lewis as saying that even an army 
of four million conscripts cannot save the nation “if the people doubt 
whether it is worth saving.” 

This “leads one to wonder just why Mr. Lewis should put so much 
energy into implying that the nation is not worth saving,” says the news- 
paper. “It is everlastingly true that no armament program can ever de- 
fend this country unless its people—-all its people—think it profoundly 
worth defending. If labor imagines, or allows labor leaders to imagine, 
that it 4s being asked to defend something other than itself, its institu- 
tions, its freedoms, its great stake in the common enterprise, then we 
might as well forget about defense altogether.” 

What did Mr. Green say on this subject? Here it is: 

“The great army of workers and the unions represented by the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor courageously face the fact that the preserva- 
tion of America and democracy transcends all other considerations. 

“Truly observing the spirit of Labor day, we stand here and publily 
proclaim that we are ready to work, we are ready to sacrifice, we are 
ready to fight for America.” 

Surely the difference between the patriotic and courageous stand taken 
by Mr. Green and the false and hypocritical mouthings of Mr. Lewis 
should be just as clear to every working man and woman in this country 
as it is to the editorial writers of the New York Herald Tribune. 

It is the difference between loyalty and treachery. It is the difference 
between Americanism and communism. 

AMERICANISM vs. COMMUNISM 

Search Mr. Lewis’ speech and try to find a single denunciation of the 
Stalin dictatorship. It can’t be done. But Mr. Green openly declared: 

“IT am proud to repeat now the statement I have consistently made 
these many years that there is no room in the American Federation of 
Labor for nazism, communism or fascism. We regard these Philosophies 
as hostile to Americanism. We regard communists, nazis and fascists as 
traitors to America. We strongly urge that such traitorous organizations 
as the communist party and the nazi bund be outlawed.” 

What does Mr. Lewis say to such followers as still cling to him? He 
says that within the coming months and years, labor and the “common 
people of the country, the aged, the youth, the negroes, have several 
choices to make about their leadership. They must decide whether the two 
major political parties, constituted and directed as they are, can fulfill 
the nation’s needs.” 

What is that, if not communist propaganda? What is it, if not a reiter- 
ation of Mr. Lewis’ personal political ambitions? What is Mr. Lewis gun- 
ning for, if not the complete political and economic collapse of the 
country so that he may attempt a Hitler “putsch” in America? 

Truly, the workers of Ameria have received an important message on 
Labor day. It is a message that affects not only their personal security 
for the welfare of America. The message is simply this:—if you love 
your country and wish to defend it from the Hitlers, Stalins and Musso- 
linis, your place is in the American Federation of Labor.

SAYS MILLIONS LIVE 
ON FIVE-CENT MEALS 


Millions of Americans are forced 
to exist on meals that cost on the 
average only 5 cents. 

If their food allowance were 
raised to army standards—15 cents 
a meal—the farm surplus problem 
would be solved overnight. 

So declared Milo S. Perkins, head 
of the surplus commodity corpora- 
tion, in a speech recently. 

In 1936, he said, two-thirds of our 
| families—about 80,000,000 persons— 
were living on an average cash in- 
come of $69 a month for a whole 
family. They needed at least twice 
that much income for a minimum 
American standard of living, he in- 
sisted. 

“If they were getting it, there 
would be neither an unemploy- 
ment nor farm problem,” Per- 
kins added.

Judge Sentences 
Violator of 
Labor Code 


Oakland Police Judge 
Fines Operator of 
Cleaning and Dyeing Plant 


Holding constitutional the “anti- 
kick back” section of the California 


labor code, Judge Joseph A. Ken- 
nedy of Oakland found Frank 
Champion, Sr., guilty of failure to 
pay to his employes the wage scale 
set by a collective bargaining agree- 
ment, H. C. Carrasco, state labor 
commissioner, announced today. 


Mr. Champion, who operates a 
cleaning and dyeing plant, was 
found guilty on two counts of vio- 
lation of section 222 of the Califor- 
nia labor code which makes it a 
misdemeanor wilfully and unlaw- 
fully to withhold from any em- 
ploye any part of the wage scale 
arrived at through a collective bar- 
gaining agreement. Champion paid 
his employes the union scale but 
secretly forced them to return a 
portion of the money to him. 

The defendant attacked the con- 
stitutionality of the labor code sec- 
tion, and both the labor commis- 
sioner’s office and the Alameda 
County Central Labor Colincil de- 
fended the legality of the statute. 
He was sentenced to 180 days’ pro- 
bation. 


SOCIAL SECURITY CARDS 
NUMBER OVER THREE 
MILLION IN CALIFORNIA 


When the federal social security 
board recently issued the 50 mil- 
lionth social security account num- 
ber card, a total of approximately 
3,209,900 account numbers had been 
jassigned to men and women in 
California, according to Victor C. 
Broome, Oakland manager of the 
social security board. 


“Account numbers now being as- 
signed,” Mr. Broome said, “are go- 
ing largely to young men and wo- 
men taking their first jobs. Every 
worker employed at a job covered 
by the law has been required to 
have a card since the law became 
effective on January 1, 1937, so that 
the employer can report wages paid 
to the employe.” 

These reports by employers are 
made quarterly and show the name 
of each worker, his social security 
account number and the wages 
paid to him in the previous calen- 
dar quarter. 

The 50 millionth account number 
card was issued to Albert C, Bas- 
sett, 18 years old, of Philadelphia. 
Mr. Broome said after Bassett re- 


ceived his card he visited the 
*board’s Baltimore office which 
handles the largest bookkeeping 


job in the world in maintaining the 
wage records of employes covered 
by the law. 

Social security insurance pay- 
ments, Mr. Broome said, are made 
to workers or their families under 
the old-age and_ survivors’ insur- 
ance system and are based on the 
worker’s average monthly wages. 
This is the reason, he explained, 
for keeping a separate record of 
wages earned by each employe.

CLEANERS’ SAFETY 


Strong protests against the emas- 
culation of safety rules proposed by 
it for the protection of window 
cleaners were registcred last week 
by attorneys for the California 
State Federation of Labor with the 
state industrial accident commis- 
sion. 

The state federation of labor is 
seeking to have the state industrial 
accident commission promulgate a 
rule making it mandatory for both 
old and new buildings to have an- 
chors for safety belts, and where 
windows are too large to afford 


protection by this means, to com-| 


pei the use of scaffolding or a 
boatswain’s chair.

the state industrial accident com- 
mission submitted a substitute for 
the rule proposed by the federation,

A Letter toa Speeder 


A reader of a local newspaper saw a terrible automobile acci- 
dent in Oakland the other day—a speeder hurtling along the 
East Shore boulevard at more than 60 miles an hour losing con- 
trol of his car, crashing into another car, causing a repitition of 
the endless tragedy of injury and sudden death. 

The following editorial is from the Oakland Post-Enquirer. 
The editor of the Journal believes it is worth reproducing. This 
is the letter the spectator wrote: 

“I saw you barely miss a little boy on a tricycle this afternoon 
and heard you yell, ‘Get the H—— out of the way, don’t you 
know any better than to ride in the street?’ He didn’t answer 
because he hasn't learned to talk yet. So I'm going to answer 
for him. 

“No, the little boy doesn't know any better than to ride his 
tricycle in the street. He has been warned not to, but little boys 
don't always heed warning. Some adults don't either, especially 
traffic warnings; for instance, the one limiting the speed of 
automobiles. 


“I'm going to tell you about the little boy. He has a mother 
who endured considerable suffering to bring him into the world.

FISH CANNERY STRIKERS 
TO HOLD PICKET LINE 
UNTIL SETTLEMENT 


Appeal for Financial Aid 
Is Approved by State 
Federation of Labor 


Thirty-five hundred A. F. of L. 
fish cannery workers, on strike at 
Monterey since midnight of July 
31, reiterated their determination 
recently to walk the picket line un- 
til fish packers agreed to sign a 
contract acceptable to the union. 

The strike was authorized by a 
union membership on July 26, after | 
employers had refused to partici-| 
pate in negotiations for a new con- 
tract. 

After twenty-four hour picket | 
lines had surrounded every plant| 
for several weeks, packers weak-| 
ened and indicated their willing- | 
inss to negotiate. J. H. Prevost, in-| 
ternational representative of the 
seafarers’ international union, is 
assisting the local officers and ne-| 
gotiating committee in talks with 
employers. The union is holding 
firm for a closed shop contract, im- 


proved working conditions and 
wage scale changes. 
Prevost reported that many 


unions were responding to appeals 
from the A. F. of L. fish cannery | 
“The union’s appeal for aid,” he 
said, “has the approval of the Cal- 
ifornia State Federation of Labor 
and the Monterey Central Labor | 
Council.”

Labor Board Reviews Five 
Years’ Operation of “Magna 
Carta” of Employes 


3enefits of the Wagner act have 
been sought by over 6,315,000 work- 
ers since the law went on the 
statute books 61 months ago, the 
national labor relations board re- 
vealed in a roundup this week. 
More than 89 per cent of the cases 
filed during that time have been 
disposed of, the board said. 

Gains listed by the board includ- 
ed the settling of 2,128 strikes and 
reinstatement of 277,000 employes 
involved in walkouts and lockouts. 
Another 20,845 who had been fired 
for union activities were restored 
to their jobs as a result of board 
orders. 

Unfair employers were the tar- 
gets of nearly 20,000 cases, cover- 
ing over 3,390,000 workers. The 
board also held 3,370 representa- 
tion elections, and in these 1,224,536 
employes, or 90 per cent of those 
eligible, cast votes for bargaining 
agencies. 

Big back wage checks have been 
collected for employes discrimi- 
nated against. During July alone, 


| bosses agreed to pay $33,000 to 105 


workmen. Bona fide unions won 
three-fourths of the elections dur- 
ing the month, the board disclosed. 


TVA Cuts Bills 


The American people are saving 
$580,000,000 a year, or about $15 for 
the average family, because “TVA 
yardstick rates forced reduction in 
light and power rates throughout 
the country,” Congressman John 
E. Rankin of Mississippi declared 
in a recent radio address.
